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Herring Boats in Arran Waters. One evening in late 
November, 1906, there was extraordinary excitement in the 
estuary of the Clyde—numbers of herring boats pursued 
shoals of herring, forming, with the lurid background of 
the gorgeous winter sunset, a most beautiful sight. Seven 
whales also were seen up the river at the same time, and 
enormous catches of herring were taken. 
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
